There 
are certain dfseases arid condition* 
which are certain to send their vic- 
tims post-haste after medical ad- 
vice. Any skin trouble which *ud- 
deniy appears is on this list. 


Some skins are particularly sus- 


ceptible to local irritation or sys- 
temic disturbances. From the most 
trifling causes there may be angry- 
looking spots, swollen areas or sen- 
sitiveness of limited parts ot the 
body's surface. 


One of the most commonly met 


disturbances is called "urticaria." 
It is characterized by 'the sudden 
development of what the doctora 
call "wheals." 


If you are struck across th« fact 


by a whip-lash there is produced "a 
red, swollen streak, which is apt to 
disappear quickly. This is a wheat. 
Ordinarily, however, \ve think of a 
wheal as a round or irregular spot, 
red and swollen at the edges, and 
pale in the center. The eting of a 
nettle produces a typical wheal. ' 


In urticaria the attack comes «R 


suddenly. The first sign Is apt to b» 
Itching of the skin. This symptom 
may be most pronounced. 


Sometimes there is fever. la such 


cases, nausea, vomiting and possibly 
diarrhoea may be noted. We ar« 
inclined to look upon urticaria of 
this type as due to some error hi 
eating or to bad food. 


Urticaria is only one of th« many 


conditions which result from th« 
careless handling of food.. When 
once the public realizes the dangers 
and ill-health due to decayed 
infected food there -will b« 
cases of. poisoning and 
feweV 


urticaria. 


This condition appears at 


ages, attacking children and women 
more commonly than it does men, 
This may be due to the greater sus- 
ceptibility of their more delicate 
skin surfaces to any internal poison 
or local irritant. Th& earns condi- 
tion makes such a skin respond un- 
pleasantly to extremes of heat and 


Poisoning by the bitea of insects, 


the sting of nettles or other similar 
accidents may produce wheals and 
all the symptoms of urticaria. 


There are certaiifarticles of food 


•which are peculiarly liable to pro- 
duce this trouble. 
Shellfish and 


strawberries are among these. Pork 
and oatmeal affect some persons. 


In jaundice, diabetes and Bright'? 


disease it is an occasional symptom. 
If nervous disorders or on the skins 
of nervous persons It may be ob- 
served. 


Ordinary nettle-rash is easily re- 


cognized. It la more difficult to re- 
cognize when it Is caused by some 
drug.

a few hours or in a day or two. Un-

likely to recur. Unless ths cause is 
found and avoided, frequent attacks 
are common,
